What is the standard 
by which one can measure the relative 
merits of citizens and give Judgment 
as to who. or which of them, is best? 
Moat good citizens have no press 
agents and are unknown except to 
their families and friends. 

And there we run into another dif- 
ficulty in that clause "their families 
and friends," because a good citi- 
zen. or what you and I oalt a good 
citizen, generally has only one fam- 
ily. and yet in another sense he may 
have two — his own and his wife's.
